WHEN MEN OF TIBET ROLL UP 
THE PIGTALL. 
Au ip'eresting story of hie ex- 
periences during eleven months’ stay 
in Lhasa was told to a representative 
of the Allahabad Pionecr by Mr, C. A. 
Bell, the British Envoy, who bas just 
returned to India. Mr. Bell lived iu 
the house of a former regent placed at 
hig disposal by the Dalai Lama half 
a mil: from his own residence, 
The Dalai Lama, Mr, Bell says, is a 
strong rulers anxivus for British ‘riend- 
ship, Mr. Bell was the first white man 
tu see the initiation of new officials, a 
festival cf the Tibetan New Year. 
These cfficials, on initiation, cease 
weariug their hair in a pigtail and 
coil it on the head in cylindrical curls. 
Last March, according to Mr. Pell, 
relatiuns betwun the Army aud the 
monks were strained, and an outbreak 
was fearnd. Such cutbreuks are 
dreaded in Lhasa, sine they have 
given rise to terrible maseacres, the 
Tibetan when his blood i3 up being 
thorough in his methods of slaughtcr. 
Fortunately the trouble blew over, 
and on its threatening to break out 
again in August a notable tribute was 
paid to the British visitor by the 
monks seeking hia arbitration in their 
quarrel.
